Sweet Cucumber Pickles. 

Slice the cucumbers aud lay in 
strong brine for three days, then drain 
and lay in fresh water for a day. Line 
a kettle with grape leaves and arrange 
the cucumbers In it In layers, strew¬ 
ing a pinch of alum over each layer 
Cover with cold water, put over the 
top layer of cucumbers three layers of 
the grape leaves, fit on the lid and 
■team the pickles at the side of the 
range for six hours. Drain and throw 
into cold water and when firm drain 
again and pack Into jars. Fill each jar 
with boiling vinegar that has been 
seasoned with a cupful of sugar to 
each quart, eight black peppers, eight 
whole clovea, six blades of mace and 
six allspice. Seal the jar while still 
overflowing. Set aside several months 
to ripen before using.

Ten Million Dollar Merger of Life 
Insurance Companies 
Proposed. 


Editorial in Stoday Courier-Journal: 
From time to time there comes along a 
substantial testimonial of the South's 
ftnancial progress. Development is a 
word constantly increasing in usage in 
•ur vocabulary. Opportunities that 
were once permitted to come and go 
unheeded are now caught and nailed 
down. Languid indifference more fre¬ 
quently than formerly gels a jolt from 
aggressiveness and the Southern basi¬ 
ns world profits as a result of the en- 
eeunter.

It is significant that 
Ike proposition has been received by 
the many aa seriously as it was launch¬ 
ed by the few sincerely. Twenty, ten 
«r even five years ago the announce¬ 
ment would have met with scant wel¬ 
come. To-day it seems to have been 
received with a cordiality not unmixed 
with enthusiasm. Men recognize in it 
an agency of benefit for both Kentucky 
and the South and consequently a per¬ 
sonal friend. 

The moment the swaddling clothes 
were ripped off the i.itizens National 
Life Insurance Company—an organiza¬ 
tion which is to have $6,000,000 of cap¬ 
ital stock and $5,000,000 of surplus— 
people began to lift up their heads and 
take notice. Since then, it is declared 
letters and telegrams have poured in on 
the promoters from every section of i 
the South—actually wishing Godspeed 
to the enterprise. That the interest 
has not been limited to merely verbose 
sentiment, is demonstrated by the sub¬ 
stantial financial support proffered with 
every arrival of the mail. 

The mao who is even more than a 
casual student of current events is im- 1 
pressed when introduced to the magni¬ 
tude of the life insurance business in I 
the United States. Out of apparently 
Bewilderjng volumna of statistics he can 
readily gain, however, a conception. 1 
dazzling in impressiveness and partic- i 
elarlv useful in an understandable con¬ 
templation of the real meaning to the 
territory south of the Mason anu Dixon 
line of the establishment therein of the [ 
proposed Citizens National Life. ' 

It is well to bear in mind that the 
East in particular has until most recent 
years enjoyed who may almost be de-' 
scribed as h monopoly of the lite-insur- 
ance business. While Easterners have 
drawn with tremendous profit to them¬ 
selves the monev f rom Southern policy¬ 
holders, they must, aiso be credited 
With possessing increasing faith in life , 
insurance. 

In 1873 the total amount in policies 1 
reported to the New York Insurance 
Department wa» *2.088.027,178. Tfiia 
total had increased at the end of 1908 j 
to $10,623,733,785. New York City's 
life insurance assets aggregated in 1908 
$1,725,000,000. Hartford, Conn., has 
a population of 80,000. It had life insur¬ 
ance aa^ls in 1908 of $260,000,000. I 
Montpelier, Vt., has a population of 7,- : 
•00,and in 1908 had life insurance assets 
•f $44,000,000, $6,428 per capita. These 
figures, however, do not convey their 
full significance until contrasted with 
Louisville's aggregate life insurance 
assets in 1908 of about $2,000,000 with 
a pooulation of about 250,000. 

There is no end to the evidence that ‘ 
life insurance business is profitable for 
a community. We are wont to turn 
eternally to New York when we study 
things financial. One prominent New 
York company twenty yetrs ago had a 
little over $6,000,000 of assets. Its 
statement showed assets in 1908 of 
$236,00).000, and the assets have prob- i 
ably increased to about a quarter of a 
billion of dollars to-day. Four promt-1 
nent metropolitan life insurance com 
panies in 1908 had a total income of 
$337,837,188. Allowing three hundred 
business daya for the year, this means 
that these four companies alone pumped 
through the arteries of New York 
Gity's financial and business system 
last year upwards of $1,126,000 every 
day. Indianapolis, w hich is only a little 
over 100 miles from Louisville, has 
something like twenty life insurance 
companies, and the business in Indiana 
has been growing very last.
